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Man indicted for pre-fatality incident

PAINTSVILLE - The Johnson County 
Grand Jury issued 11 indictments last 
Wednesday, including one for a man charged 
with assault and theft of a vehicle who wound 
up later being arrested for murder in Law- 
rence County. 



Joshua A. Fitzpatrick, 34, of Paintsville, is 
charged in the indictment with second-degree 
robbery, second-degree persistent felony 
offender, fourth-degree assault and unauthor- 
ized use of an automobile. 

According to the indictment, on or about 
Oct. 4, Joshua Fitzpatrick allegedly, know- 
ingly and unlawfully, while in the course of 
committing the theft of $100 cash from Deb- 
ora Fitzpatrick, used or threatened the imme- 



diate use of physical force in an attempt to 
accomplish the theft. 

The indictment also says that he physi- 
cally assaulted Debora Fitzpatrick and was in 
physical control of a 2005 Toyota Camry 
owned by her without permission to do so. 

He is also a previously convicted felon, 
according to the indictment. 

Joshua Fitzpatrick also faces charges of 
murder, first-degree fleeing and evading 



police, operating a motor vehicle under the 
influence of alcohol/drugs and driving on a 
suspended operators license in Lawrence 
County. His case was bound over to the Law- 
rence County Grand Jury on Oct. 4. 

According to a press release issued by the 
Kentucky State Police at Post 14 in Ashland, 
authorities received a report of a vehicle trav-

Lawsuits 
end in 
favor of 
jail board

PAINTSVILLE - A Johnson 
Circuit Court jury last week found 
in favor of the Big Sandy Regional 
Jail Authority in a lawsuit filed by a 
former employee, while the remain- 
ing claim in another suit involving 
the jail was dismissed in federal 
court. 

James Hammonds claimed in a 
suit filed in Johnson Circuit Court 
that he was terminated when he 
returned to work in March 2012 
after eight months of being on medi- 
cal leave for an injury he received in 
an incident with an inmate. 

The suit claimed that Ham- 
monds, who worked at the regional 
jail for 21 years, was assaulted by an 
inmate on July 27, 2011. The jail 
board did not initially question 
Hammonds’ conduct during the 
incident, according to the suit, and 
Hammonds sought workers’ com- 
pensation benefits for the injuries. 
He was not able to work until March 
2012, the suit said. 

“When the Plaintiff notified the 
Defendants that he was released to 
work he was discharged,” the suit 
said. “In doing so Agents of the 
Defendant questioned the legitima- 
cy of the Plaintiff’s injuries and 
implied that he was not entitled to 
Worker’s Compensation Benefits. 
The Defendants also falsely claimed 
the Plaintiff was being discharged as

Woman pleads guilty in prison 
case, charges against others dropped

PIKEVILLE — One person pleaded guilty and 
charges against two other defendants were dis- 
missed in a drug-related case at the federal prison in 
Martin County. 

Crystal Chatman pleaded guilty Oct. 15 in U.S. 
District Court at Pikeville and admitted that she pos- 
sessed heroin in the visitation room at the United 



States Penitentiary Big Sandy in Inez on July 6 with 
the intent of provide it to inmate Shameek Hynson, 
according to court documents. 

Correctional officers confronted her and seized 
the heroin from her before she could give it to Hyn- 
son, said prosecutors, who filed a motion to dismiss 
indictments against the inmate and another co- 
defendant, Kiress Thomas Chatman.

Inmate 
pleads 
not guilty 
to murder

PIKEVILLE - An inmate 
pleaded not guilty to killing a fellow 
prisoner at the United States Peni- 
tentiary Big Sandy in Martin County 
in 2009. 

John Travis Millner entered the 
plea last Wednesday in U.S. District 
Court at Pikeville. A trial date has 
not yet been scheduled. 

Federal prosecutors have said 
they will seek the death penalty 
against Millner, who is charged with 
murder by a federal prisoner serving 
a life sentence and first-degree mur- 
der. Millner, 31, who is now an 
inmate at a federal prison in Lewis- 
burg, Pa. 

According to the indictment, on 
Jan. 28, 2009, Millner, while con- 
fined in the federal prison in Martin 
County under a life sentence, did 
with “malice aforethought, kill 
another human being, to wit, Vin- 
cent E. Smith Jr., which killing is 
murder as defined in 18 U.S.C. 
1111(a).” 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Roger 
W. West filed notice earlier this 
month that the government 
“believes, and therefore avers, that 
the circumstances of the offenses 
charged in the indictment” against 
Millner are “such that, in the event

LOUISA - Two girls who were 
reported as runaways were located 
after the Lawrence County Sheriff’s 
Office issued a release asking for 
help in locating them, and a 19-year- 
old man was arrested in connection 
to the case. 

Jesus Cristino, 19, is charged 
with custodial interference and is 
lodged in the Fayette County Deten- 
tion Center. 

Brittany Cheyenne Bishop and 
Karina Catalan, also known as Kari- 



na Romano, both 16, were entered as 
missing persons. At the time of the 
release, they were last seen going to 
the school bus stop on South Hwy. 3, 
just outside Louisa, at 7:30 a.m. 
Thursday. 

Both girls were located in the 
Fayette County area by the Lexing- 
ton Police Department after they 
were notified by the Lawrence 
County Sheriff’s Office that the 
juveniles had made it there. 

The Lawrence County Sheriff’s 
Office said in its original release that

eling north in a reckless man- 
ner on U.S. 23. Kentucky 
State Police trooper Devan 
Cleaver responded, observed 
violations and attempted to 
conduct a traffic stop. 

Fitzpatrick was reportedly 
traveling in the vehicle taken 
from Deborah Fitzpatrick at 
the time and continued to 
accelerate in an attempt to 
elude Cleaver, who contin- 
ued to pursue the vehicle, 
which turned onto Ky. 644 
and continued at a high rate 
of speed and in a reckless 
manner, according to the 
release. 

Fitzpatrick lost control of 
the vehicle as he passed the 
intersection of Ky. 644 and B 
Street, traveling into the 
westbound lane on Ky. 644 
and into the path of a motor- 
cycle operated by Johnny K. 
Maynard Jr. 40, of Catletts- 
burg, the release said. 

Upon impact, Maynard 
suffered several life-threat- 
ening injuries as he was 
thrown from the motorcycle. 
He was transported by Net- 
Care Ambulance Service to 
Three Rivers Medical Center 
in Louisa and was pro- 
nounced dead by Assistant 
Lawrence County Coroner 
Raymond Byrd, the release 
said. 

It was later reported that 
Fitzpatrick had been engaged 
in a domestic dispute in 
Paintsville earlier in the day 
and had fled the scene in a 
stolen Toyota Camry. 

Others named in Johnson 
County indictments were: 

• Elizabeth Allen, 35, and 
Roy Keith Allen, 25, both of 
Meally, charged in multiple 
indictments, separately and 
together, for drug-related 
offenses. 

Both are charged with 
first-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance (more 
than 10 dosage units)/com- 
plicity, and Elizabeth Allen is 
additionally charged as a 
first-degree felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before July 29, 



2011, Elizabeth Allen and 
Roy Keith Allen acting alone 
or in complicity with each 
other, allegedly, knowingly 
and unlawfully trafficked in 
20 dosage units of a schedule 
II controlled substance, Oxy- 
codone. 

In the second indictment, 
they are charged with first- 
degree trafficking in a con- 
trolled substance (less than 
10 dosage units)/complicity, 
and Elizabeth Allen is also 
charged as a first-degree per- 
sistent felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Nov. 29, 
2011, Elizabeth Allen and 
Roy Allen, allegedly acting 
alone or in complicity with 
each other, knowingly and 
unlawfully trafficked in nine 
dosage units of a schedule II 
controlled substance, Oxyco- 
done. 

Keith Allen is charged in 
a separate indictment with 
first-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance (more 
than 10 dosage units). 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Aug. 4, 
2011, he allegedly knowing- 
ly and unlawfully trafficked 
in 10 dosage units of a sched- 
ule II controlled substance, 
Oxycodone. 

Elizabeth Allen is charged 
in two additional indict- 
ments. 

In one indictment, she is 
charged with two counts of 
first-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance (less 
than 10 dosage units) and as 
a first-degree persistent felo- 
ny offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Dec. 1, 
2011, Elizabeth Allen alleg- 
edly knowingly and unlaw- 
fully trafficked in eight dos- 
age units of a schedule II 
controlled substance, Oxyco- 
done. She also trafficked in 
two dosage units of a sched- 
ule II controlled substance, 
Oxycodone, the same day, 
the indictment says. 

In the second indictment, 
Elizabeth Allen is charged 
with first-degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance 



(more than 10 dosage units) 
and as a first-degree persis- 
tent felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Dec. 9, 
2011, Elizabeth Allen alleg- 
edly knowingly and unlaw- 
fully trafficked in 10 dosage 
units of a schedule II con- 
trolled substance, Oxycodo- 
ne. 

• Jerry A. Music, 39, of 
Meally, charged in two 
indictments. 

In the first indictment, 
Music is charged with pos- 
session of a handgun by a 
convicted felon. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about April 26, 
Music was in possession of a 
Hi Point .389-caliber hand- 
gun after having been previ- 
ously convicted of a felony. 

In the second indictment, 
he is charged with receiving 
stolen property (a handgun), 
first-degree persistent felony 
offender, second-degree pos- 
session of a controlled sub- 
stance and public intoxica- 
tion, excluding alcohol. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before April 26, 
Music was allegedly in phys- 
ical possession of a Hi Point

According to the indict- 
ment, on June 1, 2008, 
through Sept. 30, Runyon 
failed to pay child support to 
Brenda Price as court 
ordered, with the total 
amount exceeding $9,491 .06. 

Editor’s note: An indict- 
ment is not an indication of 
guilt but a determination by 
a grand jury that criminal 
charges warrant further judi- 
cial review.

Kiress Chatman was 
charged with attempting to 
provide the drug to Hynson, 
who was charged with 
attempting to possess heroin. 

“While not part of her plea 
colloquy, Defendant Crystal 
Chatman has been inter- 
viewed by the United States 
in the presence of her coun- 
sel,” the motion for dismissal 
said. “During that interview, 
she stated that she had the 
heroin with her from the time 
she and Defendant Kiress 
Chatman entered the visita- 
tion room and that Defendant 
Kiress Chatman did not hand 
the heroin to her in the visita- 
tion room as believed by the 
United States. 

The motion, filed by 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Kev- 
in C. Dicken, said a video 
recording of the incident was 
reviewed again and the Unit- 
ed States “believes it would 
be unlikely that it could pres- 
ent evidence that would per- 
mit a jury to find beyond a 
reasonable doubt that (Crystal 
Chatman) did not have the 
heroin with her at all times in 
the visitation room and that 
Defendant Kiress Chatman 
did, in fact, pass the heroin to 
her in the visitation room.” 

“Moreover, the United 
States is not able to assert that 
Defendant Crystal Chatman’s 
statement is unbelievable or 
untruthful,” the motion said. 
“Accordingly, the United 
States moves the Court to 
enter an order dismissing the 
indictment against Defendant 
Kiress Chatman.” 

The motion also said that 
while evidence, both circum- 
stantial and direct, “shows 
beyond a reasonable doubt” 
that Hynson attempted to pos- 
sess the heroin, “the adminis- 
tration of justice would not be 
well served by proceeding to 
a jury trial solely for him.” 

“First, in bringing this 
type of prosecution, i.e., hero- 
in being provided to inmates 
by visitors of USP Big Sandy, 
the United States has a legiti- 
mate interest in prosecuting 
the person who attempts to 
provide the heroin to an 
inmate as well as those 
inmates who actually are 
found in possession of hero- 
in,” the motion said. “In this 
case, the first part of this 
interest has been fulfilled by 
the prosecution of Defendant 
Crystal Chatman. As for the 
second part of this interest 
two facts are relevant to its 
request to dismiss the indict- 
ment against Defendant Hyn- 
son. One, Defendant Hynson 
was not able to take posses- 
sion of the heroin and so it 
never was taken into the pris- 
on population where, as the 
Court has heard from the tes- 
timony of the Warden and 
Correctional Officers at USP 
Big Sandy in similar prosecu- 
tions, it causes a host of issues 
for bother staff and inmates. 
Two, Defendant Hynson is 
serving a life sentence and so 
a further sentence of impris- 
onment for him would not 
serve the legitimate interest of 
the United States in deterring 
him from engaging in such 
conduct in the future.” 

The motion was granted 
Monday by Judge Amul R. 
Thapar, who is scheduled to 
sentence Crystal Chatman 
Feb. 5, 2014. 



he knew to be dangerous, 
without seeking necessary 
back up assistance from 
another officer as required by 
the policy.” 

“Additionally, plaintiff 
failed to secure the other open 
cell containing inmates, with 
whom he was working at the 
time, leaving them unattend- 
ed,” Shaw in court docu- 
ments. Plaintiff was injured 
by the disruptive inmate dur- 
ing this serious, and poten- 
tially volatile, incident. Upon 
his return to work following 
leave related to the injury he 
sustained during the alterca- 
tion with the inmate, the 
plaintiff was terminated for 
his failure to follow policy.” 

Hammonds was advised of 
his right to appeal the deci- 
sion, and the jail authority 
conducted a due process hear- 
ing April 26, 2012, according 
to Shaw. 

“After considering the evi- 
dence presented at the hear- 
ing, the board determined that 
Mr. Hammonds was guilty of 
the offenses charged; howev- 
er, the board decided to rein- 
state his employee with a 
demotion subject to terms out- 
lined in an April 30, 2012 let- 
ter to plaintiff’s counsel.” 

But Hammonds rejected 
the demotion on May 7, 2012, 



and filed his suit Nov. 21, 
2012, Shaw said. 

“The record makes clear 
that (1) Plaintiff was termi- 
nated the first day that he 
returned to work and (2) the 
final action of the defendant 
employer was a demotion, as 
opposed as a termination as is 
alleged,” Shaw said. 

Following a trial on the 
matter last Tuesday, Oct. 15, 
in Johnson Circuit Court, a 
jury sided with the jail author- 
ity, saying that it was not sat- 
isfied from the evidence that 
the filing of Hammonds’ 
worker’s compensation claim 
against the board was a sub- 
stantial and motivating factor 
in the decision to discharge 
and/or demote him. 

Meanwhile, U.S. District 
Judge Amul R. Thapar entered 
an agreed order Thursday 
dropping the remaining claim 
in a suit filed by William 
Sours. 

He is the brother of James 
Sours, who died when he was 
an inmate at the regional jail 
in July 2010. William Sours 
filed suit against the jail and 
several officials and employ- 
ees, claiming his brother was 
subjected to “deliberate indif- 
ference to his medical needs 
and, as a consequence, died.” 

James Sours, a diabetic, 



was incarcerated at the jail 
July 13, 2010, and died at the 
facility July 15, 2010, accord- 
ing to the suit. It was later 
determined that diabetic keto- 
acidosis was the cause of his 
death, the suit said. 

The suit said there was no 
record that Sours was “ever 
examined, much less seen,” 
by jail medical personnel, 
even though he exhibited 
symptoms of ketoacidosis. 

Thaper granted a summary 
judgment in May in favor of 
all jail employees and offi- 
cials except a nurse, Nancy 
Allison, for her alleged failure 
to leave adequate instructions 
for the staff responsible for 
the inmate’s care, court 
records show. 

An agreed order filed Oct. 
16 states that the “remaining 
claim of negligence and gross 
negligence against Defendant 
Nancy Allison for her failure 
to make sure that the deputy 
jailers had the education, 
experience and training neces- 
sary to care for James Sours, 
and/or to leave instructions 
for the deputy jailers regard- 
ing Mr. Sours is dismissed 
with prejudice, with the par- 
ties to bear their own costs 
incurred to date.”

Castle withdraws 
dismissal motion

PAINTS VILLE - A John- 
son County woman who filed 
a motion to have her man- 
slaughter and DUI indictment 
dismissed decided to drop the 
request Friday in Johnson Cir- 
cuit Court and is scheduled 
for a pretrial hearing Nov. 1 . 

Myra Castle, 53, of Wit- 
tensville, indicted in Septem- 
ber on charges of second- 
degree manslaughter and DUI 
pleaded not guilty at her 
arraignment earlier this month 
in Johnson Circuit Court, 
where nearly 20 protestors 
armed with signs cased the 
steps of the Johnson County 
Judicial Center asking for jus- 
tice. 

Castle reportedly had a 
blood alcohol content of 0.200 



at the time of the collision. 

Court documents show the 
findings by Lashanda C. 
Stewart, a forensic scientist 
specialist II who said that 
there were drugs in her system 
at the time of the crash. 

The result of the findings 
show Diazepam, Trazodone 
and Nordiazepam were in her 
system at the time of the colli- 
sion. 

Castle is represented by 
Prestonsburg attorney Ned 
Pillersdorf. 

According to her indict- 
ment, on or before Aug. 16, 
Castle allegedly acted wan- 
tonly in the operation of her 
motor vehicle and caused the 
death of 18-year-old Casey 
Roger Mollett Jr. 

The indictment also said 
she was operating her motor 
vehicle while under the influ- 
ence of alcohol or other sub- 



stances at the time of the 
crash. 

A press release said Castle 
crossed the center line of the 
roadway and struck a motor- 
cycle operated by Mollett on 
Rt. 201 in the Sitka commu- 
nity of Johnson County and 
that Mollett was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Johnson 
County Coroner J.R. Frisby. 

Castle was transported to 
Paul B. Hall Medical Center 
in Johnson County following 
the crash and allegedly admit- 
ted to having drunk vodka 
earlier in the day. She also 
agreed to submit to a chemical 
test. 

The sample that was sent 
to Frankfort was collected by 
Andy Nellipowitz at Paul B. 
Hall Regional Medical Cen- 
ter, according to court records.

of a conviction, a sentence of 
death is justified” pursuant to 
federal law. 

“Accordingly, the Govern- 
ment intends to seek a sen- 
tence of death upon the con- 
viction of defendant John Tra- 
vis Millner for any of the 
offense charged in the Indict- 
ment,” West’s notice said. 

The notice said federal 
prosecutors can prove their 
case against Millner, saying 
the inmate “committed the 
offense in an especially hei- 



nous, cruel, or depraved man- 
ner in that it involved torture 
or serious physical abuse” to 
Smith. 

The notice said Millner 
was convicted of first-degree 
(premeditated) murder in the 
December 2001 shooting 
death of Walter Louis Coates 
in Washington, D.C. and was 
sentenced to life in prison 
without the possibility of 
release. 

The notice also included a 
list of other offenses commit- 
ted by Millner since he has 
been in the federal prison sys- 



tem, including numerous 
assaults. 

Millner “poses a continu- 
ing danger to others in that he 
is likely to commit additional 
acts of violence in any setting 
against inmates, correctional 
officers, staff, officials, 
employees, consultants, visi- 
tors, and others, at correc- 
tional institutions where he is 
or will be incarcerated as evi- 
denced by his past acts of 
violence and dangerousness, 
and his pattern of violence,” 
the notice said.

He later was trans- 
ferred to White Sands 
Proving Grounds witness- 
ing an atomic bomb test 
blast. 

After leaving the Army, 
he attended Marshall Uni- 
versity, and worked on the 
“riverboats” on the Missis- 
sippi River. He was the 
second man hired at Big 
Sandy Power Plant, and 
eventually retired as a shift 
engineer. 

After work you could 
often find him on the ball 
field coaching little leagu- 
ers or broadcasting games 
with the deep resonant 
voice that was his trade- 
mark.

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7 alternative 
search sites 
that respect 
your privacy

Just recently, Google 
updated its terms of use 
and privacy policy. The 
goal was to allow Google 
to use your name and pub- 
lic photo in “Shared 
Endorsements.” In plain 
English, it wants to use you 
in ads. 

So, if you like or “+1” 
something on Googled- , for 
example, Google can show 
your friends that you rec- 
ommend it if it pops up 
their searches. I’m sure 
Google can expand that in 
the future to the channels 
you subscribe to on You- 
Tube or music and apps 
you buy in Google Play. 

To Google’s credit, you 
can opt out - if you know 
where to look. Head over 
to the Shared Endorse- 
ments page, sign in with 
your Google account and 
make sure the option at the 
bottom is not checked. 

Still, it’s a reminder 
where Google’s focus is. 
It’s keeping track of what 
you do so it can use that 
information in advertising. 
And don’t forget that your 
information is one subpoe- 
na away from ending up in 
a government database. 
Click here to learn how to 
stop Google from storing 
your search history. 

But it’s not like there’s 
a better alternative for 
search, right? Bing and 
Yahoo! probably do the 
same thing. 

That’s true, but those 
aren’t the only alternative 
search sites around. Here 
are some that do the job 
and take your privacy seri- 
ously. 

If you want most of 
what Google has to offer in 
a safer package, take a look 
at DuckDuckGo. Though 
it’s similar to Google, it 
doesn’t collect any infor- 
mation about you when 
you search. 

It matches Google 
Search in features and per- 
formance with a similar 
simple layout. Its “Good- 
ies” features offer geo- 
graphic search, calculators 
and more. You could liter- 
ally spend hours checking 
out DuckDuckGo ’s cool 
features. 

Maybe there’s just one 
feature about Google’s 
search you really can’t live 
without, though. In most 
cases, you can find search 
sites tailored to that fea- 
ture. 

Wolfram Alpha, for 
example, runs circles 
around Google when it 
comes to research and cal- 
culations. Just type in a 
question and it can usually 
figure out what you mean. 
You can even upload imag- 
es to get more information 
about them. 

For quick answers, Ble- 
kko is usually easier to use 
than Google. Instead of 
returning advertisers and 
other iffy results first, it 
sends you links that actu- 
ally answer your question. 

The links are even bro- 
ken down into categories, 
such as Top results, Shop- 
ping and Latest. You can 
expand a category to see 
more of just what you 
want. 

Blekko is more private 
than Google in normal 
mode. However, I recom- 
mend you use its “Super- 
Privacy” mode for maxi- 
mum privacy. This blocks 
ads and takes you to secure, 
encrypted sites by default. 
You can turn it on by click- 
ing “Prefs” in the right cor- 
ner of the site. 

If you like how quickly 
Blekko gives results, you 
can try IxQuick, too. It 
encrypts your search for 
privacy while giving you 
pre-approved results from 
other top search sites for a 
faster answer. You can rate 
results to help other search- 
ers find what they’re look- 
ing for faster, too.

The event is in conjunction 
with October’s observance of 
Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month and honors the memo- 
ry of those individuals in Ken- 
tucky who lost their lives in 
the past year as the result of 
domestic violence. 

Safe Harbor is a domestic 
violence shelter that serves 
the counties in the FIVCO 
Area Development District of 
Boyd, Greenup, Carter, Elliott 
and Lawrence counties. The 
Ashland-based shelter offers 
three levels of care, including 
emergency shelter, transition- 
al housing and permanent, 
supportive housing (apart- 
ments) on site. 

This year’s White Ribbon 
Award honorees include the 
City of Ashland for its long- 
standing partnership with Safe 
Harbor through CDBG and 
other grant funds and the 34 
Section 8 vouchers that helped 
make the permanent, support- 
ive housing units a reality at 
Safe Harbor, said Ann Per- 
kins , executive director of 
Safe Harbor. 

Ashland Mayor Chuck 
Charles, City Manager Steve 
Corbitt, and Tony Grubb also 
will be honored as will Blazer 
High School student Stephen 
Corbitt for his ongoing tutori- 
al work with Safe Harbor 
youngsters. 

White Ribbon recipients 
are chosen for their commit- 
ment to helping victims of 
domestic violence. 

“Because of the support of 
the City of Ashland, Safe Har- 
bor was able to provide 34 
apartments for victims of 
domestic violence,” Perkins 
said. “We will always be in 
the city’s debt.” 

The guest speaker will be 
Mayor Charles, and Karen 
Curnutte of the Boyd County 
Public School System will 
sing the National Anthem. 
The Rev. Mark Kloha of St. 
Paul Lutheran Church will 
provide the invocation for the 
hour-long program. Area Girl 
Scouts will present the colors. 

The vigil will culminate 
with the lighting of candles 
and the reading of the names 



of this year’s victims, which 
includes 29 Kentuckians who 
died as the result of domestic 
violence. This year’s list 
includes two victims in Boyd 
and Greenup counties. 

Safe Harbor has occupied 
the former tuberculosis hospi- 
tal complex in Ashland for 
almost 30 years. During its 
three decades, Safe Harbor 
has housed more than 18,000 
women, children and men. 

Safe Harbor recently 
began extensive renovation 
work at its emergency shelter, 
thanks to a $750,000 grant 
from the Federal Home Loan 
Bank and funds raised by Safe 
Harbor through such events as 
Lobster Fest and the 1,000 
Women (and Men) Campaign. 

The work includes new 
heating/cooling systems, new 
plumbing, new electrical wir- 
ing, a building- wide sprinkler 
system, elevator and enhanced 
security system as well as 20 
additional beds to accommo- 
date the ever-growing 
demands for client services, 
Mrs. Perkins said. 

“Most women will not 
leave an abusive relationship 
because of economic factors 
that they feel prohibits them 
from making it on their own,” 
Perkins said. “Our program 
gives them the support system 
and the housing assistance to 
stay as long as they need to 
get an education, get a job and 
provide stable housing for 
themselves and their chil- 
dren.” 

She said domestic violence 
costs the U.S. economy bil- 
lions of dollars in lost wages, 
unemployment, homelessness 
and health-related illnesses. 
This, in turn, cost American 
workplaces and businesses, 
which affect the local, state 
and federal economies. 

“For example, the Allstate 
Foundation Study on the eco- 
nomic impact of domestic 
violence found that 96 percent 
of domestic violence victims 
who are employed experience 
difficulty in the workplace, 
and 38 percent of all victims 
of domestic violence become 
homeless at some point in 
their lives,” Perkins said. 

The candlelight vigil is 
open to the public.
